Yesterday evening at 7 pm it was announced that 
three members of the Board of Governors had resigned. 
The announcement stated that the Board had regret- 
fully accepted the resignation of Mr J.W. McConnell, 
senior governor, Mr B.C. Gardner, Chancellor from 1952 
to 1957, and Mr Sydney Dobson, u member of the Board 
since 1947. 

There is no possibility of an 
announcement concerning n e w 
appointments until the next meet- 
ing of the Board, since by statut- 
ory provision these vacancies 
cannot be tilled until a month 
Irom now. The number of mem- 
bers on the Board is fixed by 
statute at twenty-five. 

In addition to serving lor many 
years as chairman of the Nominat- 
ing Committee for membership ol 
the Board of Governors and as 
chairman of the University's Inv- 
estment Committee, Mr McConnell 
is the greatest single benefactor 
of McGill. 

From 1911 to his latest gilt of 
approximately $1,500,000 he has 
donated more than $13,500,000 to 
the University. 

In 19« he personally raised 
$7,000.000 by public ' subscription 
inside a few weeks. This made 
possible an increase in university 
salaries and in its teaching and 
research facilities. As a fitting 
tribute to Mr McConnell the Board 
of Governors yesterday passed the 
following resolution : 

"Resolved that this Board of 
Governors do express to its senior 
member, Mr J.W. McConnell,- Its 
sense of deep appreciation for 
his generous gifts of two million 
dollars to establish the J.W. Mc- 
Connell Scholarship Fund to assist 
able students in Science and Eng- 
ineering and of approximately two 
and a half million dollars to cover 



the cost of the new 'Engineering 
building; Cognizant of the unriv- 
aled contributions that Mr McConn- 
ell has made to McGill's develop- 
ment during the past quarter of a 
century and of his abiding interest 
in all that concerns the individual 
welfare of students and- members 
of the staff, this Board of Gov- 
ernors further resolves that tha 
new building shall be officially 
named the McConnell Engineering 
Building in order that it may rem- 
ind future generations of McGill's 
abiding debt to a benefactor whom 
we, of this generation can never 
forget." 

Air. B.C. Gardner became a 
member of the Board in 1919 and 
three years later was ejected 
Chancellor, a post which he aband- 
oned only last year. He remained 
active. ond served on the Executive 
and Finance Committees of the 
Board of Governors. A man of 
personal wisdom and long bus- 
iness experience he took a great 
interest in student affairs. 

As Honorary Colonel of the Cana- 
dian Grenadier Guards he welded 
even more firmly the historic link 
between regiment and university. 

Mr. Sydney Dobson joined tha 
Board of Governors in 19-17 and 
was tireless in the details of tha 
work of the Executive and Finance 
Committees and of the McGill 
Fund Committee of which he was 
chairman this vear. Beside these 
activities Mr. Dobson was a mem- 
ber of the Senate and of the Invest- 
ment Committee of the Board of 
Governors. He was a tower of 
strength in the management of the 
university's affairs.

Rector Derides 
Misused Literacy 

"Avoid becoming literate illi- 
terates," warned the Rector of 
the University of Ottawa. The 
Very Rev. Henry F. Legare, ad- 
dressing graduates at the Fall 
Convocation, cautioned the stu- 
dents against becoming merely 
"Those who are chic in cocktail 
conversation because they havo 
sought for uniformity in think- 
ing." 

"Do not let the desire for ad- 
justment blind you to what you 
may be sacrificing in terms of 
thought and action. Conquer me- 
diocrity and keep excellence as 
your goal," said the Rector. 

"These are times of crisis cry- 
ing out for heroic leaders, and 
that leadership can be exercised 
at many levels," he said. 

The Rev. Legare also urged 
graduates to consider this year 
as the beginning of their partici- 
pation in society, not the end of 
their education.

faculty of the university to deter- 
mine the political and ideological 
attitudes of students. 

Meanwhile, newspapers have 
asked their readers less serious 
questions. The Dookola Swiata, a 
weekly, of the central committee 
of the Union of Socialist Youth, 
canvassed its readers about whom 
they would like to flirt with. 

The males declared for Brigitte 
Bardot and Gina Lollobrjgida, 
and the females for Jean Marais 
and Gerard Fhilipc. 

The hundred questions asked 
of the Warsaw University stu- 
dents included: "Do you think 
that in the twentieth century the 
concept of patriotism is out of 
date? 

POLAND MOST POPULAR 

Eighteen per cent, replied 
"Yes" and 76 per cent, "No". 
Asked what country they would 
like to live in most, 65 per cent, 
said in Poland, with Yugoslavia 
(significantly enough) coming se- 
cond in popularity, followed by 
Sweden and Switzerland. 

It was also established that 
57.7 per cent of those asked 



thought there was a "certain im- 
provement" in the political at- 
lier, 1056 (when Mr. Gomulka 
ber, 1956 when Mr. Gomulka 
came into power); 24.6 per cent 
saw a definite improvement, 
svhile 9.4 per cent saw no im- 
provement at all. The same ques- 
tion about living standards pro- 
duced the reply from 45.9 per 
cent that there had been a "cer- 
tain improvement", from 27.9 per 
cent that nothing had changed. 

Public opinion polls are a com- 
parative novelty behind the iron 
curtain. During the Stalinist era 
public opinion polls were 
virtually taboo. Character- 
istically Poland, where peo- 
ple may and do speak far 
more openly than in any other 
eastern block country, was the 
pioneer; while Czechoslovakia, 
politically the most conservative 
(in a Stalinist sense) though in 
other ways the most developed, 
is behind as indeed are Bulgaria. 
Rumania, and Hungary, where 
such polls as have been held 
have mainly dealt with politically 
neutral subjects. So far as k 
known no public opinion polls 
have yet been held in Albania.

"Whereas", trumpets a filigree- 
bordered proclamation blazoned 
in fractured Middle English on 
the front page of the Queen's 
Journal, referring to the ritual- 
istic bearing of a symbolic pigs- 
kin to Toronto by two hundred 
agile Queen's hands in time for 
the afternoon grapple, "Said 
spheroid will be propeled in the 
traditional manner by the low- 
est extremity of the honoured 
President of the Assembly of 
Undergraduates of aforesaid Var- 
sity", after it has been trans- 
fixed on Toronto's noble earth 
the equivalent Queen's leader, 
and "...Therefore: it is writ 
that this treasured symbol of 
traditional rivalry be entrusted 
in each period of combat to that 
institution upon whose hallowed 
ground aforesaid combat shall 
occur", thereafter to be bootod 
about by the opposing grid 
squads. 

The varsity team dealt the 
ebullient Queen's men a 44 0 
whipping on the field. 

Queen's festivities extended 
through a prc-game campus rally, 
relaying of torch and replica 
1800's football the 180 road miles 
to the Varsity Oval, broadcast 
and press coverage of all, cheer- 
leader! and -collected music- 



makers parking-lot-to-stadium 
procession, ceremonial exchange 
of historic ball at 55 yard line, 
public address croaking of pro- 
clamation, kick-off and sixty- 
minute contribution by the all- 
but-forgotten football teams, to 
Toronto's Blue and White dance 
and unspecified further activities 
in the evening.

Last year Canadian universities 
received four times more money -4. 
from industry than they did in

foundation on education shows 
that corporate giving by Can- 
adian and foreign-controlled 
companies for university capital 
and operating funds, research 
and unclassified items was $11,- 
600,000 in the university year 
ending 1957, compared to S/2,700,. 
000 the previous year. 

Contributions which do not in. 
elude aid to students, repres- 
ented .384 per cent of corpor- 
ation profits in Canada in 1957. 
compared to .083 per cent in 
1956.

Though only taking 20 applic- 
ants this year, Canada's Foreign 
Service will increasingly aug- 
ment this number in the future 
as her interests and commit- 
ments grow throughout the 
v world. Consequently there will 
be a corresponding increase in 
the number of opportunities at 
the higher levels of the diplo- 
matic corps. 

- This is the opinion of Arthur 
de W. Mathewson, representing 
the External Affairs Department, 
who spoke to many interested 
groups of students at McGill 
yesterday. 

At the present time there are 
about 63 Canadian Missions 
spread around the world, com- 
prised of about 300 foreign ser- 
vice officers. This is almost

To correct a possible misconcep 
tion, Mr. Mathewson pointed out 
that diplomacy is by no means 
an exclusively male profession. 
He recalled the recent appoint- 
ment of Canada's first female 
ambassador, as an Illustration. 

When questioned as to the type 
of work a selected applicant 
might reasonably expect, Mr. Ma. 
thewson replied, "Extremely va- 
ried". 

REQUIREMENTS 

He suggested that the principal 
requirements of the profession 
were "intelligence and percep- 
tion". The ability to get along 
with all types of people and the 
knack of assimilating a working 
knowledge of different languages 
were also mentioned. Fluency in 
French and English was prefer- 
able, but not obligatory. 

If the applicant is selected, he 
will first spend a "probationary 
period" in Ottawa being initiated 
into his profession. He will then 
be sent abroad for appointments 
of from onu to three years, with 
similar stints in the capital for 
the same period.

Fur Trade

Hall of the Itcdpath Museum, a 
special Historical exhibition, Beav- 
cr, Bourgeois and Bison will be 
opened by Mrs. Marjorie Wilkins 
Campbell, author of "The North- 
west Company" and winner of the 
1950 Governor General's award for 
creative non-fiction.

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Three Good Friends 

The Board of Governors last night accepted the resi- 
gnations of three of its most distinguished members. Each 
of these men has played a leading role in the economic and 
financial life of Canada and has served the cause of McUill 
with sincerity and devotion. 

Svdnev George Dobson, a former President and Chair- 
man of the" Board of the Royal Bank of Canada, had been 
a member of the McGill Board of Governors since 1947. 
By far one of its most hard-working and devoted members, 
Mr Dobson served as Chairman of the McGill Fund Com- 
mittee several vears ago. Always interested in all phases 
of university administration, he spent long hours as a mem- 
ber of Senate and of -the nominating, executive, financial 
and investment committees. 

Probablv more students know and admire Bertie Gard- 
ner than any other Chancellor in the history of McGill. 
While as a Governor and as Chancellor, Mr. Gardner always 
maintained an active Interest in the students and their 
activities and he was a not infrequent guest at many student 
affairs. A favourite of students, staff and his colleagues on 
the Board, he earned the respect of all Canada as President 
and later Board Chairman of the Bank of Montreal. The 
story of his career in the financial world reads like the 
original "success story" of the movies and he has devoted 
much of his time and efforts to the cause of the college edu- 
cation he was unable to obtain. Bertie will be sorely missed 
by all of us. 

No 'one in the modern history of this university has 
contributed as much to McGill as Mr. J. W. McConnell. 
•U the last Fall Convocation. Dr. .lames referred to him as 
a contemporary founder of McGill and we can well under- 
stand this tribute. A Governor for over thirty years, his 
gifts to the university amount to more than twelve million 
dollars It was Mr." McConnell who made possible the 
Montreal Neurological Institute, the Winter Stadium; the 
.1. W. McConnell Scholarships, and numerous other signi- 
ficant projects. We all remember his recent contribution- 
four and one half millions for the completion of the new 
engineering building and for science scholarships. On nu- 
merous occasions. Mr. McConnell has been invited to recei- 
ve an honorary degree from McGill, but he has never been 
willing to accept it. 

Yesterday these three men left the active service of 
the university. But their advice, guidance and support will 
always remain invaluable to those who remain to carry on. 
The "university, and then r ore the Board of Governors, is 
now faced with some of the gravest problems in her long 
history. Although we have not always been in agreement 
with the decisions of the Board of Governors, we appreciate 
its responsibilities and devotion to them. 

McGill has lost the services of three of her best friends. 
We thank them for their work. 

Lei's Join the Ladies 

It appears to have become fashionable recently to dis- 
cuss the lack of real understanding between the various 
national groups at McGill. Time and time again the isola- 
tionist, tendencies of both the Canadian and foreign student 
groups (especially the former) are decried and something 
other than mere tolerance is wished for. 

This kind of talk is a good thing; it does seem, however, 
that the time has long been at hand for talking to be 
replaced by concrete action. There are still too many Mon- 
trealers who have never invited a single foreign student into 
their homes; there are still too many foreign students who 
have been forced to isolate themselves into national groups, 
or to do without companionship altogether. Worse than all 
this, there are still far too many students who know very 
little about any country save their own. 

The Students' Executive. Council, WUSC, and the stu- 
dent body at large, might profitably be taught a lesson 
about how to solve this problem by the girls at Royal Vic- 
toria College. 

A series of "International Nights" has been inaugur- 
ated in that institution, during which particular groups 
of foreign students bring something of their home countries 
to the rest of the girls, in the way of food, entertainment, 
and the like. The first of these, held last week, was a great 
success, and we wish the girls at RVC the best of luck. 
Gentlemen, shall we join the ladies?

tOHN WILSON McCONNELL, prior lo 
J his retirement yesterday, was senior 
governor and member of the Executive 
Committee of the Board of Governors. 

Born in Muskoka, Ontario, in 1677, 
Mr. McConnell, at an early age, made his 
way lo Toronto where he entered the 
business world. t 

He was elected to the position of 
Trustee of the Royal Institution for the 
Advancement of Learning in 1027. 

During the 31 year period that he waa on the Board of Governors, 
Mr. McConnell held many positions. He was Chairman of the Nominating 
Committee, and a member of the Executive and Finance, McGill Fund,, 
and Investment committees. 

i-.f.i . - ' • \ 

Mr. McConnell was President of the Montreal Star from 1939 to 1933. 
At present, he is a Director of the newspaper as well as a Director of 
SI. Lawrence Sugar Refineries Limited, and Canadian Liquid Air Company. 

He is Honourary President of the Boys Farm and Training School, 
Montreal Boys Association, Y.M.C.A., and the Navy League. 

Mr. McConnell is also chairman of the Advisory Board of the Welfare 
Federation of Montreal. He has also served as Chairman of the Montreal 
Victory Loan Organization during the First World War and was a member 
0/ the War Trade Board in 1918. 

During the past 20 years, Mr. McConnell has donated some 13 million 
dollars to McGill University for use in building and scholarships. He was 
Instrumental in the start of the Neurological Institute, paid for the con- 
struction of the new wing of the Institute, and has paid for the building 
of the extension of stands at Molson stadium as well as for the erection 
of the Winter Stadium. 

More recently, he has donated $2,500,000. to cover the cost oi the 
new Engineering building. 

In the field of scholarships, the J. W. McConnell Memorial scholarships 
were set up in 1944 — offering full residence and tuition scholarships to 
three to five students each year. Terms for the latest scholarship offered 
by Mr. McConnell have not yet been decided, but some two million dollars 
has been set aside for the scholarships for students in Science and of 
Engineering. 

Although it has been the desire of the University to bestow an honour- 
any degree upon him, Mr. McConnell has persisted in refusing to accept 
the honour.

CHANCEIXOR of the University for 
five years, Bertie Charles Gardner 
was most active in the banking business. 

Mr. Gardner was born in Bristol, En- 
gland in 1884, and emigrated to Canada 
in 1906. • . 

He started on his successful career in 
England as a Junior in the Stuckey Bank 
at the age of 17. When he came to 
Canada, he continued in his chosen field 
with the British North American Bank, 
later to become amalgamated with the 
Bank of Montreal. 

After his three year service during the World War, he continued 
with the Bank of Montreal, rising from, branch manager through the 
ranks to General Manager in 1942. 

He was made a Director and Vice-President In 1947 and became 
President of the Bank In 1948. 

Mr. Gardner served as Chairman of 'the Board and of the Executive 
Committee of the Bank of Montreal from 1952 to 1954. 

He is a Director and member of the Executive Committee of the 
Royal Trust Company,' President of the British Newfoundland Corporation, 
Director of the Anglo-Newfoundland Development Company Limited, and 
President and Director of Canafund Company Limited. 

He Is also a Director of the Scuddcr Fund of Canada Limited and 
a member of the Advisory Board of the Royal Exchange Association. 

Mr. Gardner became a member of the Board of Governors of McGill 
in 1949 and accepted the post of Chancellor of the University in 1952. He 
resigned his position in 1957, to be succeeded by the present Chancellor, 
R. E. Powell. 

. As a result of his ability and courage during the First World War, he 
was awarded the Military Cross in 1917. 

He holds honourary degrees from both Bishop's and McGill.

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University Statement 

Mr. J. W. McConnell, senior governor, Mr. B. C. 
Gardner, a former Chancellor, and Mr. S. C. Dobson. tendered 
their resignations from the Board of Covernors of McCill 
University, which were accepted by the Board with very 
deep regret. 

Mr. Cardner brought to the office of the Chancellorship 
great personal wisdom and the benefit of his long experience 
in the business world, and took a great interest in student 
affairs. As Honourary Colonel of the Canadian Crenadier 
Cuards, the relationship of the University with this regiment, 
historic since the time when the founder of the University, 
lames McCill was Colonel, was enhanced. 

Mr. Sydney Dobson was indefatigable in the details of 
the work of the Executive and Finance Committee and the 
McCill Fund Committee, being chairman of the latter in 
1958. He was also a member of Senate and of the Investment 
Committee of tho Board of Covernors. Both Mr. Gardner and 
Mr. Dobson were towers of strength in the management of 
the University's affairs. 

Mr. McConnell took tho greatest personal Interest In 
McGill and was ever active in advancing its welfare. In 1943 
he personally in a few weeks raised by public subscription 
seven million dollars. Mr. McConnell has become in his life- 
time the greatest single benefactor of McCill. To the present 
time, the total of his donations, either personally or through 
the McConnell Foundation, amounts to over $13.500,000. 
The Board of Governors yesterday passed a resolution: 
Resolved that this Board of Governors do express to its 
senior member Mr. J. W. McConnell its senso of deep 
appreciations for his generous gifts of two million dollars 
to establish the |. W. McConnell Scholarship Fund to 
assist able students in Science and Engineering and of 
approximately two and a half million dollars to cover 
the cost of constructing the new Engineering Building. 
Cognizant of the unrivalled contributions that Mr. 
McConnell has made to the development of McCill 
University during the past quarter of a century, and of 
his abiding interest in all that concerns the individual 
welfare of students and members of the stàff, this 
Board of Governors further resolves that the new 
building shall be officially named the McConnell 
Engineering Building in order that it may remind future 
generations of McGiM's abiding debt to a benefactor 
whom we, of this generation, can never forget. 

By statutory provision, the Board of Governors cannot 
act on the matter of filling these vacancies on the Board 
until a month from now, so that there is no possibility of an 
announcement until after the next meeting of the Board.

Nobody will ever forget that 
sunny Friday afternoon when 
Montreal university students de- 
cided to protest against an in 
crease in bus fares. It was De- 
cember 9, 1955. • In sign of pro 
test, many demonstrated, and 
went overboard. Only a few went- 
underground. 

It was John's idea. We had 
gone into his basement to confer, 
and the more we thought aboul 
the fares, the more we criticized 
the bus and streetcar service. Ip 
a fit of anger, John took a shovel 
and said "We should dig the 
damn subway ourselves." These 
were the magic words. I could 
tee a gleam in Donald's eyes, and, 
he later told me, there was a 
spark in my eyes too. 

Three of one mind, w» armed 
ourselves with three shovels and 
set out to do our lob. We chose 
the cementery as the most in- 
conspicuous place to start. It was 
hard work, but our spirits were 
with us, and we dug. All through 
the afternoon the crowds rioted, 
and we, unaware of what was 
happening outside, keot on H'og- 
im. with only on* idea In our 
mind: with or without the pro. 
vlncial government's permission. 



Montreal was going to get a sub- 
way. 

The next day, Donald suggest- 
ed tlwt the hole in the cementery 
had to be camouflaged somehow. 
We finally decided to put a trap 
door on "top of it. We made it 
out of wood, and covered it with 
imitation stone. With black paint, 
in block letters we wrote 

M. Subway 
b. Dee. 9, 1955 
May ha continue undisturbed 

Wc worked all through the 
winter, and the following sum- 
mer, and the following winter 
One day, as we came out through 
the trap doorJ there was a group 
of people waking for us. Beforo 
we had n chance to run back 
in panic, their leader spoke. 
"We would like to help", he said. 
They were U. of M. students, who 
had discovered our clandestine 
activities. At first, they had sus- 
pected that we were planning 
foul play against them, they had 
therefore investigated our doings, 
and found out our real goal. 
And they were willing to help. 

Wc would continue digging oui 
way to McGill, while thev would 
dig cast and west, so that the

whole city would be connected 
to what would become the most 
important transfer point in the 
subway system. Wc could visual 
izc a great terminal, with a sign 
reading ' CEMENTERY TERM 
INAL. 

Our work went on faster now. 
We had formed two digging so- 
cieties: the Montreal Under- 
ground (McGill), and the Mon- 
treal Metro (U. of M.). These 
names were used to avoid men- 
tioning subways, for we knew 
that the founding of an under- 
ground organization, or of a 
Metropolitan Commission, would 
not bother the Premier, while he 
would be - certain to have the 
Provincial Police crawling all 
over at the slightest rumor oi 
plans for a subway. 

By the summer of 1958, our 
work had heared completion, and 
wa tried to time the opening of 
the subway to coincide with Con- 
vocation. But our schoolwork wai 
piling up. We could no longer 
work full-time in the tunnel. So 
wa decided that October 20 
would be S-Day. We had decided 
not to work during the week-end, 
and so evervthlnq would have to 
be ready by Friday, and wa 
would flive it ths Hnlshlng touch. 
«s first thing Monday morning. 

The network of tunnels was 
complete, and all wc had to 'do 
was to make the entrances to 
the subway, at the main points 
of our masterpiece: Hampstead, 
Cementery, and Roddick Gate, 
on the Underground line, and 
Westmount, .Cementery, and Ou- 
tremont, on the. Metro line. 

We decided that the best plan 
to follow was to open the Rod- 
dick Gate Station on Monday 
morning, and then march the 
whole McGill student body along 
the tunnel to meet their con- 
freres at the cementery. and, in 
triumphal march, open the other 
stations. On Friday, then, we had 
to prepare the way for the open- 
ing of the Roddick Gate Station. 
Then calamity struck. 

Whose mistake It wai, nobody 
will ever know. We were digging 
upwards, to complete a lob that 
had taken us nearly three years 
to do. Then the ceiling started 
to move. We all ran back along 
the tunnel, to safety. We heard 
all about it on the radio when 
we came out: Sherbrooke Street 
hid caved in, and there was a 
huge hole In the ground. Wa 
went there, and the place wai 
covered with cops. And there wai 
a truck pouring stone and ce- 
ment • Into the crater. We had 
missed the sidewalk by thirty 
feetl , ' 

We worked our way to the 
policeman in charge and told 
him to stop the truck from pour 
mg stone into the hole, but he 
wouldn't listen to us. We insist 
çd until he threatened to run us 
In for disturbing the peace. We 
went over to the Roads Depart- 
ment, but our pleadings went 
unheard. They said we belonged 
in Verdun. 

All through Saturday rocks 
and cement went into the hole 
We silently watched our tunnels 
{[» up with them. By midnight 
tne hole was plugged, and so 
were i our tunnels. The tombstone 
at the cementery is now solid 
concrete, thanks to the Roads 
Department. And the Inscription 
now reads: 

M. Subway 
. b. Friday. Dec. 1955 
d. Friday, pet. 17» 1958

There's nothing like bringing up an old controversial 
issue so here we go again. The subject in question is that 
of night footbal}. It is no secret that attendance at inter- 
collegiate football games has been on the decline ever since 
professional football in the east switched from Sunday to 
Saturday. This, coupled with the advent of television, has 
cut down by about 50 the number of people who used to 
attend college games, especially in the big cities such as 
Toronto and Montreal. Many proposals have been put for- 
ward to help remedy this situation, the most important of 
which has been the idea of switching from Saturday after- 
noon to Friday night. 

The University of Toronto was the first to make the 
change this year. The result was an increase in attendance 
of about a thousand per game. However, part of this jump 
can be attributed to the fact the Double Blue has one of 
the best and most exciting teams that they have had in 
several years, and they are strong favorites to cop the Yates 
Trophy this year. Thus, what had been hoped to be the 
remedy, turned out at best to be only a moderate success. 

We went up to see Harry Griffiths, Director of Athle- 
tics at McGill University and a former member the U. of T. 
athletics staff, and asked him to try to explain to us the 
reasons why this change did not turn out as well as had been 
anticipated. 

"The advantages of this switch are obvious." we said. 
"For one thing we wouldn't have the competition of tele- 
vision and professional football to contend with. And-and- 
well .that is reason enough for changing to Friday night 
football, especially if since we are getting lights at Molson 
Stadium next year. 

"Yes, but think of the disadvantages associated with 
changing the time of the game from Saturday afternoon 
to Friday night-the ones which prevented the Toronto chan- 
ge from becoming the 'huge success' that they had thought 
it would be," Griffiths injected. "Consider who the largest 
proportion of the fans are. Firstly there are the students. 
The second largest bulk of fans are the graduates. They 
often bring their wives to the games. Now, Friday night 
football would cut out the pre-game luncheons, and many 
of the wives consent to come because of the luncheon. The 
graduates and their wives comprise the largest part of the 
paying fans, and Friday night football would seriously cut 
'graduate' attendance a good deal. Many people bring their 
kids to the game on Saturday afternoon. Obviously the 
youngsters could not attend a night game." 

At that moment Sam Etcheverry's kids walked into the 
dressing room and spoke to some of the McGill footbail 
players. 

The situation boils down to this — can we get a 
substantially large number of new fans and students who 
do not come to McGill games, to attend Friday night games. 
We think it night be, a good idea to have a one year trial.

These were the words which we often overheard while 
watching the son of the famous Lionel Conacher in action 
against the Redmen last Saturday. They call him the 'Lit- 
tle Train'. Lionel Conacher Sr. was voted the Canadian 
Athlete of the Half Century.

If Saturday's contest is any indication, it 
seems to us that the 'Little Train' is taking over from 
where his' father left off. Reports out of London show

Ontario Mustangs. In addition to being their leading ground 
gainer, he is also their top scorer, leaving him second to 
only Toronto's Tim Reid in the intercollegiate scoring race.

Rugger Is Not A

I walked into the "Daily" office, presented my cred- 
entials, and in return received an assignment. "Go cover 
a rugger game", they told me; gasping for breath I said, 
"I've heard of rugger", nnd feeling not as good as when 
I came in, I left.

"Hah! What could be rougher 
than hockey, or football?" Hut as 
ours is not to ask, but to do and 
ask later, 1 accepted the chal- 
lenge as any goodhearted Mc- 
Gillian would (or else get fired). 
i<I arrived late for lli£ game 
(about 2 minutes) and saw one 
man hopping on one leg, an- 
other being treated for cuts and 
bruises around the neck and a 
third groaning about nut being 
able to move a minor thing such 
as a hand and a couple of fin- 
gers. This I felt must have been 
an exceptional first few minutes, 
but as I enquired along the side- 
lines (naturally saving 1 was 
from the "Daily"), tiicy told this 
was a standard first few minutes; 
after which they replied "that 
paper". Flabbergasted at the 
sight of blood and other mislaid 
portions of the human anatomy, 
I parked myself and began to 
take abstract notes. 

Astonished at the fact that 
each man played the full game, 
added to the rule of no stoppage 
of play except for when the ball 
went out of bounds, I tried to get 
closer to the players to see their 
faces.

Being the last to leave this 
battle-torn yet spirited field, I 
couldn't help thinking of my 
chief's words about this being a 
rough game and the usual advice 
that goes along with a reporter's 
first. Then 1 hesitated and 
thought:. did I have a mouthful 
for him now.
